Protestant clergymen during the past 
few years, which show that the re- 
ligious world—at least, so far as the 
Protestant branch of it is concerned— 
“do move.” One of these, which will, 
doubtiess, provoke a lafge amount of 
discussion, is creditted to the well- 
known New York minister, Dr. Charities 
H. Parkhurst, who is reported to have 
said, in a sermon on immortality deliv- 
ered at the Madison Square Presby- 
terlan Church on gunday iast, that the 
popular evangelical belief that all 
souls are immortal, is false: that the 
Scriptures do not teach immunity of a 
soul from death, and that a soul must 
be taken care of in this life, else it will 
perish utterly, elther at the death of 
the body or after a longer or shorter 
period of the life beyond the grave. 
From a scriptural standpoint, Dr. 
Parkhurst is absoutely correct in his 
statement. Close students of the New 
Testament are aware that there is in 
it no foundation whatever for the pop- 
ular belief of the immortaity of the 
soul. Nowhere in that volume can be 
found any such phrase as “immortal 
soul” or“‘immortal epirit.” The teach- 
ing of the New Testament is that im- 
mortality is a gift, which the t- 
eous will receive as a crown of life, 
through faith in Jesus Christ. “When 
this mortal puts on immortality” is 
the idea which runs through the New 
ment. Not when this immortal 
soul continues ite immortal existence 
in another sphere. The doctrine of the 
immortality of the soul is not the 
doctrine of Christ, but of Piato. 

It is strange that, after these cen- 
tories of investigation and d 
sion of religious subjects, and 
great mutiplication of religious 
there should prevail so widely a gross 
miscenception in regard to this es- 
sential basic truth of Christianity.
